This shameful human flesh dealer has the use of a pri¬ 
vate slave prison, standing midway between the Capitol 
and the President’s House, in the city of Washington, 
on the lowlands below Gadsby’s ; where he secures the 
poor heartbroken captive that he purchases. Could that 
old prison reveal all the agonizing scenes arid publish 
abroad all the cruelties, groans and tears its gloomy 
walls have witnessed, 1 doubt not every freeman would 
exclaim, that the system ‘in its mildest form,’ had in it 
enough of the elements of human misery and wretched¬ 
ness, to provoke the exclamation— 1 Cursed be Slavery r 
and let all the people say, Amen !’ 

An owner of a slave in the District, who from losses at 
the gaming table or race course, from extravagance,im¬ 
providence, or other cause, determines upon the sale of 
his slaves, will most assuredly, from motives of shame, 
make a secret sale to Mr. Joshua Staples. The first no¬ 
tice the poor Aiave has of his sale for a Southern planta¬ 
tion, may be, that he or shews suddenly drawn and lock¬ 
ed into that private ‘pen,’ as it is called ; having been 
tent there, perhaps, under pretence of carrying a letter, 
ir doing an errand !

I. BIBLE POLITICS. 

Few persons, probably, are aware how large a portion 
of the Bible is occupied with politics—with political his¬ 
tory, political maxims, political institutions, directions 
for regulating political conduct, for conducting popular 
elections, enacting, executing, and. repealing laws, di¬ 
rections for the ruler, directions for the ruled, political 
promises, political threatening.?, political predictions.—• 
In a four page tract, we can but hastily classify and al¬ 
lude to a few specimens. 

1. Political History—T he origin and history ofan- 
cient nations. It is to the Bible that the student of po¬ 
litical history must look for the most venerable political 
records of the past. And every where the Supreme Ru¬ 
ler of the nations is represented as interested in their 
affairs—as giving them laws by which their political con¬ 
duct should he regulated—as rewarding a conformity 
with these laws, and punishing violations of them—as 
raising up empires and easting them down—as moulding 
and wielding them for the promotion of his providential 
designs, for the high purposes of his- moral government, 
and the interests of his spiritual kingdom. 

One nation was selected, in a special manner, and pla¬ 
ced directly under his own legislative as well as provi¬ 
dential supervision. What lessons of political wisdom are 
wrapped up in the history of that people! And the sur¬ 
rounding nations —allure represented as subject to the 
same genera] laws, as rising to glory or sinking into,infa¬ 
my, according to their regard or disregard of those laws. 

2. Political Maxims.—H ow profusely und richly are 
these scattered throughout the sacred pages In the wri¬ 
tings of Moses, of David, ofSolomon, of the prophets, 
of the historians of the kings of Israel and Judah. The 
careful student of the book of Proverbs has learned deep¬ 
er and more comprehensive lessons of political economy 
than can be found in all the volumes of all the Adam 
Smiths, and Malthuses, and Jeremy Benthanrs that have 
ever blotted clean paper, and darkened counsel by words 
without knowledge. The most sagacious statesmen of 
our own age, and of all ages, are, and have been, those 
who have must diligently stitwied the Scriptures. And 
the precise points wherein even these statesmen have 
failed of being wise and great, are the same points where¬ 
in they have departed from the Scriptures. 

3. Political Institutions.—N otice the full state¬ 
ments of the Hebrew historian,, and law-giver. Among 
many ^things peculiar, local and transient, observe much 
more that is comprehensive, universal, ever during. As 
long as man lives on the earth, and has a social nature, 
it will hold true that nil .this Scripture, given by inspira¬ 
tion of God, is profitable for instruction in righteousness, 
that men of God- may be perfected in good works. 

4. Political Directions.— First, How to elect ru¬ 
lers : “ Judges and officers shalt thou make thee, in all 
thy gates, which the Lord thy God giveth thee, through¬ 
out thy tribes, and they shall judge thc people with just 
judgment.” (Deut. xvi. 18.) 

Second, Qualifications of rulers: “ He that ruletli over 
men must be just,ruling in the fear of God.” (2 Sam 23,3) 
Third, The proper province and business of civil ru¬ 
lers : ‘ They shall judge the people with just judgment.’ 
[See above.] ‘ Execute judgment between a man and his 
neighbor.’ (Jcr. vii. 5.) ‘ Execute judgtnentin the morn¬ 
ing, and deliver the spoiled out of the hand of the op¬ 
pressor.’ (Jer. xxi. 12. )‘ Rulers are a terror, not to good 
works, but to the evil.’ ‘ For he is the minister of God 
to thee, for good’—‘ a revenger, to execute wrath upon 
him that doeth evil.’ 1 For they are God’s ministers, at¬ 
tending continually upon this very thing.’ (Rom. 13 3-6) 
In other words, they are to guard inalienable human 
rights. This is their sole business, the extent of their 
authority, beyond and beside which they are not author¬ 
ized to interriieddle with human affairs. This accords 
with the language of Jefferson : 

“ The true foundation of Republican. Government is the equal rights of 
every citizen, in his person, and property, and in their management.

23: 1) that is, to 
such authorities as, in the same connection, are describ¬ 
ed, authorities that are ‘ not a tenor to good words, 
but to the evil,’ &c, (See the foregoing.) 

5,*PoLrncAL Promises and Threatenings.—‘ The 
king that faithfully judgeth the poor, his throne shall be 
established forever.’ (Prov. 24: 14) ‘ Righteousness ex- 

alteth a nation, but sin is a reproach to any people.’_ 

(Prov. 14 : 34) ‘ Deliver the spoiled out of the hand of 
the oppressor, lest my fury go out like fire, that there 
be none to quench it, because of the evil of your doings.’ 
(Jer. 21: 12) ‘Seek judgment, relieve the oppressed, 
judge the fatherless, plead for the widow.’ ‘ I will re¬ 
store thy judges as at the first, and.thy counsellers as at 
the beginning. Afterwards, thou shait be called the 
city of righteousness, the faithful city. Zion shall be 
redeemed with judgment, aud her converts with righte¬ 
ousness.’ (Ibid. 26 : 27) ‘ Let the oppressed go free— 
break every yoke.’ ‘ Then shall thy light'break forth as 
the morning, and thy health shall spring forth speedily.’

6. Political Predictions. —To give a fair specimen 
‘of these would be to transcribe a great portion of all the 
prophelieal writings. They aim to be found copiously 4* 
n Deuteronomy, in Daniel, in Isaiah, and in the Reve¬ 
lations of John. JesuS Christ lmfiself uttered them, in 
addition to his discharge and inculcation of political du¬ 
ties. Hear it, ye clerical pretenders to a holiness that 
cannot preach politics—that cannot mingle with poli¬ 
tics! Are ye more holy than Moses—than Daniel— 
than John—than Isaiah—than Jesus Christ 1 
In these and many other portions of Scripture which 
blight be quoted if we had room, the intelligent Bible 
reader will observe political prayers, political praises, 
political devotion, political worship ! And the political 
Poetry of the Scriptures—what shall we say of that ?— 
The song of Deborah, the song of Miriam, the songs 
of David—ay, and then the song of Moses and of the 
Lamb ! Do Christians expect to sing that? A song of 
pi aise for political deliverances, political judgments.— 
I].ev. 15: 3-4. A similaRspecimen may be found in the 
136th Psalm, which, to bfi fairly quoted,-should fife pre¬ 
sented entire. The oft-returning chorns celebrates the 
ever during mercy oLGnd to the human race, in the ear¬ 
ly and signal overthrow of ancient political tyrants ; 
thus holding them up as a warning beacon to distant 
nations, arid coming ages, for the better protection and 
security of human rights, to the end of time. Eterni¬ 
ty, perhaps, may reveal to iis how truly the civil and re¬ 
ligious liberties we now enjoy come to us through the 
moral and political influences of that glorious song. 

Our limits forbid our making further quotations, and 
we will now take up, 

II. LIBEETY PARTY POLITICS. 

Taking the Bible for their guide, our forefathers, af¬ 
ter a fair trial of the continental Congress, which had 
the power to declare every thing, and no power to do any 
thing, laid down the following grand basis for a Consti¬ 
tution, 

“ We-, tte people of the United States, in orfler to form a more per¬ 
fect union, establish JUSTICE, insure domestic tranquility, provide for 
the common defence, promote the general welfare, and secure the bles¬ 
sings of LIBERTY to ourselves and our posterity do ordain and estab¬ 
lish the Constitution for the-United State f of America.” 

The Liberty Party has adopted these as its founda¬ 
tion principles, as iri perfect conformity with Bible pol¬ 
itics. It construes the Constitution of the United States, 
so as to harmonize with its grand principles, and in fa¬ 
vor of Liberty instead of Slavery. Not so with the two 
great parties. Both the Whig and Democratic party each 
in its turn, has bowed down to tho.slave power, and for 
the sake of votes; has totally disregarded these great prin¬ 
ciples.

THE INFLUENCE OF THE SLAVE POWER. 


Header, are you a lover of Liberty ? Do you love it for your¬ 
self only ? or for others as well as for yourself ? You will doubt¬ 
less say, you love it for others as well as for yourself. If so, you 
are prepared to adopt feasible and proper, means for obtaining itfor 
the slaves in the United St«te%, 

There are over two and a half millions of persons held as slaves 
in the United States, at this date. They are human beings, and 
as such are entitled to the liberty which you day you love. What¬ 
ever are their sufferings or comforts, their privileges or disabilities, 
these cannot strengthen or invalidate that title. Rights precede 
privileges, and are not weakened by ignorance. Our object in 
this little tract, is to show you that you can do something for the 
emancipation of the slaves, and to impress upon you, if possible, 
that what you c«jt do, you ought to do. 

First, then: the District of Columbia, anil the Territory of 
Florida, are under the control of the General Government. In 
them slavery exists. So far, then, slavery can be abolished by acts 
of Congress. To get that action we must have Congressmen 
■ from the North who are of the right principles. ' To obtain such 
men, we must nominate them and vote for them. Your vote—if 
you are a man—is needed, and tells with as much power as any 
other man's. Will you give it ? Should you, and every other 
Northern voter, give your votes for men who would be faithful to 
Liberty, and use their constitutions! power for the abolition of 
slavery, you would elect men who, at their first day’s sitting,would 
strike the chains from tbe hands of more than thirty thousand 
captives in Florida, and.the District of Columbia alone" But this 
is not all. 

Second. Congress can abolish the internal slave trade. Tbo 
horrors of this traffic in human beings it is impossible to depict. 
Imagination in her wildest flights can scarcely conceive the suffer¬ 
ing and horrible atrocities committed^Epon the victims of this 
trade. Think one moment of the sufferings of the 40,000 men, 
women and children of all ages, sold put of Virginiaalone,Tn 1836, 
at an average price of $600, making $24,000,000.in one year, Ru¬ 
ber trade in blood. Sdf-nes transpire under this system sufficient 
to make a man of human feelings, should he witness them, go 
mad. This foul wickedness Congress can stop. The effect of its 
abolition upon slavery can .be sifen when it is remembered that one 
portion of the South grows slaves for sale,as Vermonters do sheep; 
while the other portion buys them, to exhaust them in their cane 
fields and rice swamps. By the abolition of the trade, that por¬ 
tion which breeds slaves would find itself dying of surfeit from a 
surplus population,for which there would be no outlet but in eman¬ 
cipation. The purchasing or exhausting States would find them¬ 
selves dying of starvation , for want of the laboring power which 
they hacFused heretofore, but which then there would be no means 
of obtaining, except thro.tfgh emancipation. Thus by your vote, 
and the votes of Northeiskhen, can slavery be struck lifeless at 
both extremes. 

Under the present apportionment, the North lias a majority of 
47 members in the House of Representatives, and,an equal num- * 
ber of Senators with the South. The North can elect a President 
and Vice President. So that whatever acts the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives might enact, couldxbe passed into laws by the action of 
the Senate and the President. The whole matter of slavery in the * 
District and Florida, and of the Internal Slave Trade, is within 
the constitutional scope of Northern Polities. It is but just that 
each citizen should be asked to do his portion of that which ought 
to be done, and which is within the reach of the aggregate political 
power of the non-slave|jolding S.tates. No one man can abolish 
slavery, but all cam ; arid of the A r.r,, you form a necessary part, - 
and ought to be found in your place, thus encouraging others.— 
Listen to a statement of facts, showing how little above a state pf 
vassalage Northern citizens are, yourself among the number. 

Power should be wielded according to population, and the value 
of interests to he.protected by the Governnient. in other words, 
the majority should rule ; for,- as a general thing, the interests' of 
the majority are greater than the interests of a minority.

We now ask vour attention to the legislation of the General 
Government : 

First. By the Constitution, under the present rate of apportion¬ 
ment, the South sends into the House of Representatives some 
twenty-four members of Congress, chosen by virtue of its slave 
population. What sympathy such men can have with freemen,or 
their welfare, it is not easy for us to decide. But so it is. 

Secondly. In 1793, an act was passed by Congress, by which a 
slaveholder was authorized to enter any of the non-slaveholding 
Slates, and before a magistrate make oath that any person—defi¬ 
ning him—was his slave, and such magistrate was empowered to 
issue a warrant for his arrest and safe delivery into the hands of 
said slaveholder, as his slave. 

Third. Congress, in obedience to the demand of the South, es¬ 
tablished the Tariff policy, while yet the North were engao-ed in 
agriculture and commerce. When the North changed its'capital 

the South denounced a Tariff, and between John C. Calhoun^nd 
Henry Clay, a comproniise policy was introduced, by the operation 
of which the whole industrial interest has been smitten as with 


Fourth, Congress, in recognizing the right of the South to con¬ 
trol the interests of the North, 1836-7, passed a law called the 
Loan Bill, by which the surplus moneys in the treasury of the 
United States, then amounting to forty millions of dollars, were to 
be loaned to the several States. The principle of division, instead 
of being based upon the numbers of free population each State 
possessed, was based upon the ratio of Representation ; and as each 
slave State had its slave population counted—each slave three- 
fifths as much as each freeman—in the number Of its representa¬ 
tive population, so each State by this law drew money in propor¬ 
tion to the representative power .of its slaves. The effect of such 
a principle of division was to give the six states of South Caroli¬ 
na, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and Kentucky, the 
aggregate of whose free population was some less than that of 
Pennsylvania, the sum of $6,754,588 

while Pennsylvania had but 3,S23,353 

or to reduce it, the amount of money received by the non-slave¬ 
holding states when divided by their population, gave to each per¬ 
son about 18.8 cents, while the South received for each free per¬ 
son about 27 cents. Now surely this is neither constitutional in 
spirit nor just in practice, but it is the way Northern Congress¬ 
men and Northern voters submit to be governed. 

Fifth, in 1840-1, Congress passed an~act for the distribution of 
the moneys from the sales of the Public Lands. This law divi¬ 
ded tire proceeds of the sales among the several States ; but Con¬ 
gress, true to its habits of subserviency to the South, made the 
principle of representation the principle of division, instead of 
free population. The consequence is to New York, that of every 
three millions of dollars which the United States receives from 
said sales, the South cheats her out of $43,721, her present poi- 
tion for each three millions being $456,636 whereas on a free basis 
it would have been $500,'875. This is not all. Bear in mind that 
the great source of revenue in the country is from a Tariff. Of 
this revenue the North must pay the largest share by far. For, 
First, -she has double the amount of taxable population • Second 
Tariffs-are apt to impose the heaviest duties upon those articles 
which the great mass use : Third, Slaveholders themselves deal in 
luxuries, and negro cloths; and these our tariffs have generally 
admitted free of duty. Now the North pays double the amount o‘f 
taxes, and receives in offices of trust under the goverriment, dis¬ 
bursements of public funds, &c. but about half of what the South 
receives. The north does double duty and receives half pay. As 
proof of our assertion we present one more class of facts and we 
Close.

Dr. Snodgrass: 

Dear Sir,—Your polite note requesting me to give 
you the facts in relation to the emancipation of my 
slaves would be politely answered in tbe negative, were 
1 to consult altogether tnv personal connection with the 
subject. But as I presume your purpose is to present 
the'case as one that ought to be imitated, and having 
myself acted altogether from a conviction of duty which 
ought to apply to others as well as myself, I cannot al¬ 
low a feeling of modesty to make me decline giving you 
the facts you ask for. 

In the year 1835 I was editing a paper in the city of 
Charleston, in which I advocated the right of man" to 
hold property in his fellow man. I was myself a slave¬ 
holder and cotton-planter, being a native of South Car¬ 
olina. The prosecution of the discussion finally indu¬ 
ced me to apprehend I might be in error, and flower¬ 
ed my tone in advocating slavery, without being really 
convinced that it was an unjustifiable institution. The 
moment I began to express any shadow of doubt about 
the correctness of the views I had taken, and to evince 
n willingness to obey any convictions I might have in 
reference to it, I discovered that freedom of thought or 
freedom of speech on that subject, was out of the ques¬ 
tion in South Carolina. I therefore determined to leave 
the State and find a home where I would not myself be 
a slave.
